A Brooklyn police officer 
who allegedly used _ 
unreasonable force in firing 
his weapon at someone, an 
Indiana man who allegedly 
yobbed a Granite City bank 
anda Madison man accused 
of selling crack cocaine 
within 1,000 feet of a public 
housing complex were 
among federal grand jury 
indictments handed down in 
Bast St. Louis Wednesday. 

Adolph Bradley, 72, of 
Lebanon, a part-time officer 
for Brooklyn, was indicted 


on one count of a civil rights 


violation involving 


deprivation of rights under 
color of law and could face 
up to 10 years in prison and 
a $250,000 fine if convicted. 
‘According to a statement 
released by the U.S. 
Attorney’s Office, the 
incident occurred on June 
30, 1998, when Bradley, 
acting as a police officer, 
“used unreasonable force 
against an individual by 
firing his .357 magnum 
revolver at the individual.” 
Other local police said the 
incident involved Bradley 
shooting through the rear 
window of a car after the 
driver ran a stop sign.

cost of home energy. The program’s 
funding this year is expected to be 
slightly more than $2.3 million 

“We're expecting to serve a little 
over 5,900 people,’* said LIHEAP 
coordinator Roshelle 
Williams-Gardner. 

That is an increase of about 1,500 
from last year. 

She said because of the utility 
deregulation act, the program — 
administered at the state level by the 
Department of Commerce and 
Gommunity Affairs, and paid for 
through a combination of state and 
federal funds — has more money this 
year. 


Many of those new people who will 
be helped have been turned away in 
the past. 

“We're looking to do a lot of 
outreach this year,” 
Williams-Gardner said. ‘‘In the past 
years, our funding has decreased, 
and we've lost some of the clientele 
and we have to find those people 
again."’ 

She said the energy assistance 
program is important to some people. 
“Right now, we've got households 

sitting out there with their utilities 
off,”’ she said. ‘“‘They don’t have the 
resources to get turned back on, and 
funding like this is a help to them 
especially the kinds of assistance we 
ean give to a household.” 

Those applying for home energy 











assistance must provide proof of 
income from all household members 
for the past 30 days, proof of their 
most recent energy bills and a social 
security number for all household 
members 16 or older. 

Applications will be processed on a 
first-come, first-served basis 

Assistance is based partially on 
income guidelines, ranging from a 
monthly income of $839 for a 
one-person household to $2,876 for an 
eight-person household

That 100,000 figure is the 
“‘magic number” needed to 
hold a Winston Cup Series 
NASCAR race 

Gaetano said the raceway 
would probably not be able 
to host a Winston Cup Series 
race — the top flight in 
NASCAR racing — during 
the 1999 season, but might 
be able to bring one in for 
the 2000 racing season 

‘That is our ultimate goal, 
but we must also secure 
parking areas,’’ she said 

She also said Gateway 
officials are looking at an 
overhead vehicle bridge to 
the track’s infield. Officials 
had said previously that 
they wanted either a bridge 
or a tunnel into the infield, 
but Gaetano and Wolter said 
a high water table made a 
tunnel impractical 

Madison Mayor John 
Hamm, who hosted the 
mayors’ meeting at Gateway 








National Golf Links in 
Madisong said he was 
pleased to hear about the 
proposed improvements. 
Those improvements 


would also benefit the city of 
Madison, both in the short 
and long terms 

First, this year, the city 
receives 60 cent 
entertainment tax 
ticket sold to 
“nationally-sanctioned”’ 
events. Next year that figure 
goes up to one dollar per 
ticket, and the following 
year the City Council will 
review the entertainment 
tax 

The city receives sales tax 
on all items sold in the 
raceway, and also charges 
licensing and inspection fees 
for businesses and tents 
during races. 

If the track is lighted — 
something GIR officials are 
also considering — the city 
would also receive income 
from it’s utility tax. 

In the long term, the city 
could benefit because the 
improvements will increase 
the assessed value of the 
property. That will mean 
more money going into the 
city’s TIF accounts 

As part of the city’s 
agreement with the 
raceway, that money is split 
70-30 with the raceway. 








GIR gets back 70 percent 
of the tax increment 
generated, which is used to 
Offset specific development 
expenses 

The city's portion can be 
used to make improvements 
within the district 


However, according to the 
redevelopment agreement 
between the city and GIR, 
the TIF money the 
racetrack can receive is 
limited to $12 million over a 
20-year period 

Once that figure is 
reached, any additional 
money generated by the 
raceway’s property tax 
would go to the city. 

Because of increased 
assessed value, that figure 
could be reached far earlier 
than originally predicted 





Once all the obligations — 
such as redevelopment 
agreements with other 
developers within the 
district — are paid off, the 
city can end the TIF, and 
the property tax income 
generated would be 
distributed between the city 
and other taxing bodies.

Fall surprisingly good time to plant trees. 
































Both fall and spring are good times for 
homeowners: to plant trees in their 
landscapes. Before selecting the exact 
spot to plant a tree or shrub, determine 
its full size by consulting a good reference 
book on the subject. You need to know 
how tall and how wide that tree will be 20 
years in the future. 

Avoid planting tall trees under overhead 
utility lines. If you must plant under an 
overhead utility line, select a shrub or a 
small flowering tree for that location. 

Knowing the mature height and spread 
of the tree can help you determine how 
far apart to plant them. 

The planting hole should be dug wider 
than the root system of the plant being 
planted. Balled and burlapped plants 
‘should be planted in a hole at least three 
times the diameter of the soil ball. The 
‘sides of the planting hole should be 
sloped, rather than vertical. The plant 
should be set so the trunk flare is slightly 
higher than the surrounding soil. 

The soil removed from the planting hole 
should be put back into the hole after the 
‘plant is placed. Research has not shown a 
significant benefit of amending the soil 








Once the balled and burlapped is placed 
and aligned properly in the planting hole, 
be sure to cut the twine tied around the 
trunk of the plant. If you fail to do this, 
the tree may be girdled by the twine a 
few years in the future. Remove the 
burlap from the top of the ball and fold it 
into the bottom of the planting hole. 

Fill the hole with soil by gently firming 
the earth around the tree to hold it in 
place and to eliminate air pockets. These 
air pockets may cause some roots to lose 
contact with the soil and dry out. To 
avoid this problem, settle the soil with 
water and add soil to the hole until the 
tree is firmly established. Do not use your 
foot to tamp around the tree base. This 
procedure compacts the soil and may_ 
inhibit the spread of the roots. 

Should you stake a newly planted tree? 
Most small balled and burlapped trees 
will not need to be staked. However, ifa 
tree is too tall to stand alone, it should be 
staked to avoid shifting during heavy 
rains or high winds. Movement of a tree 
during a storm can cause damage to the 
tender roots. Staking must be done very 


carefully with a broad, soft-strapping 
material, such as woven belt fabric or 
padded wire. As a rule, the stakes should 
not be left in place for more than a year. 

Wrapping the stems of young trees after 
transplanting is not recommended. 
Wrapping has not been proven to reduce 
sunscald or frost cracks. The only real 
benefit of wrapping is winter protection 
from rodents. If wrapping is used for this 
purpose, it should be in place only during 
the dormant seasan. 

Once the tree is planted, mulch around 
the tree. Mulch should be maintained at a 
depth of 3 to 4 inches. 

*A mulch-free area should be maintained 
within six inches of the stem to 
discourage rodents and allow the trunk 
flare to remain dry. The mulch area 
should extend at least 1 to 2 feet beyond 
the planting hole because the roots may 
expand that far or farther within the first 
growing season. 

The increased area of mulch provides 
favorable Conditions for continued root 
expansion establishment. All plants 
benefit from mulching. y

ouseplants that 
have been outside 
all summer have 
definitely become 
accustomed to 
their out-door 


environ-ment. As we 
mentioned a few days-ago, 
it's time to start getting 
them ready to spend the 
winter indoors. This is also 
true for any outdoor plants 
you plan on bringing in. 


There's a bit more to it 
than simply carrying them 
inside like you would the - 
patio furniture. Plants need 
time to adjust. And there 
are a few other procedures 
you should follow. 


Before bringing the plants 
inside, set them ona bench 
or table and carefully 
examine for insect or 
disease problems. Take 
care of any necessary 
pruning, such as yellowed 
leaves, old blooms, or 
areas that need to be 
reshaped for the plant's 
indoor location. 





Your next step is to clean 
the outside of the pot and 
the plant. Be sure to solve 
any insect or disease 
problems before exposing 
your other indoor plants to 
the plant being moved. 


The plant will need to be 
acclimated to its new 
environment. Choose a 
very bright location at first 
and watch for any 
yellowing leaves. Over the 
next few weeks, slowly 
transition the plant to 


areas with less intense light 


until it is in its final home. 
Don't forget to water the 
plant as needed during its 
adjustment period to avoid 
any.added stress. 


As for outdoor plants, 
some are more suited for 
bringing indoors than 
others. Some perennials 
and annuals will thrive 
very well in an indoor 
environment, while others 
will send out a few new 
flowers before dying off. 
Wax and tuberous 
begonias, geraniums, 
impatiens, Caladiums and 
amaryllis are ideal for 
bringing indoors. 


To bring an outside plant 
in, simply dig the plant out 
of the ground and pot it. 
For the easiest results in 
digging up the plant, water 
it a day or two before you 


plan your project. \Place the 


newly potted plant ina 


shady spot on a table or 
bench for several days so 
that it can get used to its 
new home and you can 
examine it. Follow the same 
procedures for examining 
the plant and bringing it 
indoors as you would fora 
potted plant. 


Light and water are the 
two biggest factors in the 
success of indoor plants. 
Many homes contain one 
or more nearly-perfect 
window locations for 
houseplants. Others don’ 
If your home lacks a good - 
light-providing window, a 
plant light will be essential. 
With a light kit you can 
regulate the amount of light 
your plants receive, even if 
the natural lighting in your, 
home is dark. 








To determine if your 
plant needs water, use 
your finger, not’ the 
calendar. Plants don’t 
necessarily need water 
every day. Poke your finger 
into the soil. If it feels 
moist, the plant's thirsty, 


Don't want to get dirty? Use 


a dry wooden ice cream 


stick instead. Moist soil will 


darken the wood and cling. 
to it. If the plant doesn't 
need water, leave it alone. 
-Too much water can be as 
bad as too'little. 


Plants have other ways to 


tell you when they needa; 
drink. Dry potting mix 





soil shrinks away from the 


sides of the pot. Plants can 
wilt and/or the foliage can» 
become dull or very shiny 


Flowers and flower buds 
drop.

Skelton ‘beaten into heart attack,’ detective says

The heart problem that killed 
Richard Skelton was a direct result of

A coroner’s jury ruled the death a 
homicide after Madison Count 
Coroner Dallas Burke read a report 
that said Skelton died of an irregular 
heartbeat brought on by a severe 
beating 

‘He was beaten into a heart attack,’’ 
Detective Jason Simmons said. 


Burke said that although Skelton 
suffered from coronary artery disease, 
he did not suffer a heart attack in a 
strict sense. 

“Tf there was no beating, there would 
have been no heart problem,” a source 
close to the investigation said after the 
hearing. ‘‘It was an irregular 
heartbeat, precipitated by the beating 
It’s safe to say such deaths are not 
particularly uncommon.” 

Burke said a test on Skelton’s blood 
showed a blood-alcohol content of 0.20 
percent, above the .08 level of 
intoxication as set by state law 

Witnesses reported seeing one man 
use a baseball bat and another use a 
broomstick to beat Skelton, Simmons 
testified at the inquest 





The man who used the bat has 
confessed and is cooperating with 
police, Simmons told the jury. _ 

Witnesses were able to identify 
specific individuals who participated in 

e beating, Simmons said 

Four more people, in addition to 
seven already indicted, may be 
indicted on charges of first-degree 
murder in the case, Simmons said. A 
juvenile is also being held 

Simmons told the jury Skelton, 48, 
arrived at his home in Wood River 
‘Aug. 10 to find his television missing 
He suspected another family member 
had taken the set to exchange it for 
crack cocaine 

Skelton went to a tavern in Godfrey 
to find his brother, Fred Skelton, who

more than just frustrating. It 
can be costly, as columnist Art 
Buchwald found out in his very 
public dispute with Paramount 
Pictures, or as investors in 
Cannon Films and Orion

But there is some hope for 
the befuddled outsider — two 
opportunities to peek behind 
the curtain and get a clearer 
look at movie accounting 
wizardry, thanks to a set of 
proposed new accounting rules 
and a new book about 
Hollywood math 

The two tackle widely 
different aspects of Hollywood 
bookkeeping, but both speak to 
the industry's unique brand of 
number crunching. It’s a 
system created over time to 
deal with this highly 
speculative business, full of 
unknowns and complexities 
that make accounting tricky 
and create plenty of wiggle 
room for abuse. 

So much room, in fact, that 
the panel that sets the rules 
for bean counters have 
considered changes for studios 
that are designed ‘‘to make the 
balance sheet tighter, more 
representationally faithful,” 
according to Frank Scheuerell, 
project manager for the 
Financial Accounting 
Standards Board:

The new Hollywood 
restrictions, which could take 
effect by the year 2000, are 
designed to make it harder to 
fudge corporate earnings by 
giving a less-than-candid 
account of how a movie is 
performing 

“You'll actually know 
whether a film is a bust a lot 
faster,’ said Scheuerell. ‘‘If 
it’s a bust now, you can hide it 
a little longer.” 

The changes address the 
way studios account for the 
costs of marketing and 
publicity, the financial pinch 
from an abandoned project 
and the revenues from 
syndication rights. Another 
change would require studios 
to disclose for the first time 
their estimated costs for 
directors, actors and actresses 

— information usually only 
available in stories leaked to 
the trade papers 

How much the rules would 
affect the studios is debatable 

David J. Londoner, a 
member of the task force that 
drafted the changes, estimated 

the major studios would take a 
one-time $1 billion, 
industry-wide hit to comply. 
Studios have either disputed 
that figure or declined to 
comment, and other analysts 
say that even if the write-offs 
are big, it won't scare Wall 
Street investors.

The case was far from the 
only one. Other legal action

“White Men Can’t Jump.” 

But while Hollywood is often 
singled out for its unique

The book provides a sort of 
financial Gray Line tour 
through the jungle of movie 
number crunching, covering 
everything from contract 
language to negotiating tips 
The fact that it takes the 
authors almost 300 pages to 
sketch out the basics should 
tell you just how dense that 
thicket is. 


Intended for actors, directors 
and others who aspire to a 
profit-participation deal, the 
book is actually helpful ‘to 
anyone who may someday 
have a story to sell to 
Hollywood, whether he or she 
is the next kid to fall down a 
well or a particular White 
House intern 

As the book makes clear, the 
issue isn’t whether you’re 
going to get a sweet 
profit-participation deal; 
you’re not, unless you’re a 
power player like Tom Cruise 
or Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

The issue is whether you can 
negotiate from the strongest 
possible position for th 
amount of clout you possess. 

“Hollywood has a culture 
and a mindset that is 
somewhat independent — and 
always has been,” said 
co-author Bill Daniels, an 
attorney. and former reporter 
for Daily Variety. ‘‘Hollywood 
has set up this arcane way of 
doing business, and it trips 
some people.’’

Occupational therapists 
traditionally help people with illness, 
injury or other impairments regain 
skills to lead a healthy, productive 
life. In the USC study, they sought to 
help seniors develop routines that 
balance work, rest, recreation and 
social life. Therapists sought the 

just-right challenge” that would 
inspire each to take risks rather than 
remain housebound. 

“Staying healthy is not just a 
matter of going to the gym and 
eating right,” or simply keeping 
busy, Clark said 

To Clark, occupational therapists 
can be like “personal trainers” for 
the elderly, coaching them on 
“lifestyle redesign’’ that takes into 
account their passions as well as 
limitations. 

“Can they walk a block? Are they 
limited in going to visit their friends 


because of health issues?’’ she said 
_ Such considerations were 
incorporated into the Well Elderly 
Study, which looked at 361 residents 
of federally subsidized apartment 
buildings for low-income seniors in 
Los Angeles. 

The subjects, ages 60 to 89, came 
from a broad mix of backgrounds 
and included blacks, Hispanics, 
whites and Asians. They were 
randomly divided into three groups 

The first group received two hours 
each week of group occupational 
therapy and an hour each month of 
individual therapy with personalized 
programs that were key to success 
Clark said 

One control group participated in 
more than two hours of organized 
social activities each week, while the 
other control group had no activities 
or programs. 

Therapists identified activities that 
would give seniors ‘‘a sense of 
contribution and a sense of 
accomplishment” and help them 
confront the fears that can isolate 
them. 


In one group session, participants

were helped to hop a bus to Long 
Beach, where they had to make 
choices about shopping and 
sightseeing. 

At the end of nine months, those 
who received occupational therapy 
posted more gains and fewer declines 
than those in the two control groups, 
Clark reported. Researchers 
measured results using standard tests 
and questionnaires to rate health, 
mental attitude and life satisfaction 

When it came to physical health 
problems that limited work and 
activities, the occupational therapy 
group showed an improvement of 1 
percent, while the control groups 
declined by 13 percent, Clark said 

“In the measure of vitality, the 
(occupational therapy) group showed 
an increase of 6 percent, while the 
control groups declined by 2 
percent,” she said

As for pensions, the norm 
once was ‘‘defined benefit." 
A retiree got so much 
money per month for life. 
Today, about three-fourths of 
new pensions in the United 
States are called ‘‘defined 
contribution,’ Crouch said. 

‘When you retire, you get so 
much a month until the 
money runs out.” 

Also, retirement often 
means an end to or 
increased cost of insurance 
for health and prescription 
medicine, plus the loss or 
sharp reduction of life 
insurance. 

“People in their 60s and 
70s are going to find out 
their pension is not sufficient 
to live on. They’re going to 
have to work part time,’ 
Crouch said. 

Green Thumb Inc., an 
organization that runs 
older-worker employment 
and training programs in 44 
states for the U.S. 
Department of Labor, says 
workers 55 and older were 
12.2 percent of the labor 
force in 1992. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics expects 
them to be 14.2 percent of 
the labor force by 2005 

To focus attention on an 
aging work force, Green 
Thumb, based in Arlington, 
Va., has launched a search 
for the country’s oldest 
worker. The promotion also 
is to include selection of a 
most-outstanding older 
worker from each state. 

A goal of the contest is “to 
rid folks of the myths about 
older workers — that they 
don’t learn easily, they don’t 
work consistently,’’ said Pat 
Popp, director of a job 
training and placement 
program in the state 
Division of Aging. 

“What we're trying to get 
across is that older workers 
do make good workers. 
They're conscientious. If 
they tell you they’re going to 
be there, they'll be there,” 
Popp said. 


























Few facing hard facts 
of retirement, security 


Americans are growing more confident about their retirement 
but that may be because they're refusing to face bad news about 
how big a nest egg they need, says a survey whose sponsors 
include insurance companies, banks and mutual funds. 

Most respondents said they haven't calculated how much y 
ings they'll need to live comfortably, and many of today’s 
ers — even those in their 50s ha saved less than $10,000 or 
even nothing at all. 

One bright spot: Workers age 25 to 33, worried about Social 
Security’s staying power, are starting to save for retirement. at 
a younger age than their parents and older siblings 

The survey, financed by organizations including the Ameri- 
can Association of Retired Persons, was released as the Social 
Security Administration announced a 2.1 percent cost-of-living 
increase for next year, the smallest since 1987. 

Sixty-eight percent of workers questioned said they are very 
confident or somewhat confident of their retirement income 
prospects, up from 62 percent last year. And the proportion-of 
those ‘‘not too’? or ‘‘not at all’? confident dropped from 37 per. 
cent to 30 percent. . 

“It’s generally accepted that this is false confidence,’’ saic 
Jeffrey Love, senior research associate for the AARP 
a lot of faith here that things will work out, that they'll s 
later, that the stock market will steadily increase.’’ 

Stocks, as measured by the Dow Jones industrial average 
rose nearly 50 percent between the two surveys, compared with 
a more typical annual gain of 12 percent. 


Despite most workers’ confidence in their retirement pros- 
pects and even though a third would like to retire at age 55’or 
younger, only 36 percent said they have figured out how much 
they'll need. And a quarter of those can’t give a figure when 
asked. That means nearly three-quarters of current workérs 
don’t know how much money they should accumulate 

Meanwhile, the proportion of workers saving regularly “for 
retirement was 69 percent, up from 61 percent three years ago 
But Mathew Greenwald, president of the Washington-based mar 
ket research firm that conducted the survey, said saving blindly 
often isn’t enough 


“It’s hard to hit a target if you don’t have one. It’s hard to 
make decisions about how much to save and how much to spend 
if you don’t know what you’re shooting for,’’ the said. 

Many aren't saving enough. Of workers born before the post 
World War Il baby boom, those age 53 and older, 11 percent 
said they had no retirement savings and 9 percent said they had 
less than $10,000. 

Among the post-baby-boom generation, those age 25 to 33,°25 
percent had no retirement savings. On the other hand, 20 per 
cent already had accumulated $50,000 or mor 

A look at other answers explains why. Forty-seven percent of 
workers 53 and older expected their most important retirement 
income source would be an employer-funded pension or Social 
Security. Of those or younger, only 22 percent said that 
Instead, 61 percent said savings would be their most important 
income source. 


The survey of 772 workers and 229 retirees was conducted by 
telephone in July. Participants were selected randomly to repre- 
sent a cross-section of the U.S. population. There is a margin-of 
error of plus or minus 4 percentage points for the workers and:6 
percentage points for the retirees.

~ Here’s how to solve water 


Water heaters have relatively few 
components and are fairly easy to 
service. When problems do arise, a 
water heater can send out a mixture 
of confusing signals. 

Because trouble can strike any part 
of your hot-water system, it helps to 
think in terms of its three basic 
elements: pipes, including all faucets 
and hot-water appliances; tank; and 
the heat source 

Piping systems cause some 
problems often blamed on the water 
heater. High operating costs may be 
traced to a dripping faucet or leaking 
pipe. A faucet that drips only one 
drop per second wastes nearly 800 
gallons of hot water per r. In such 
a case, a simple, inexpensive water 
faucet repair will pay for itself many 
times over. 


Long, uninsulated pipe-runs also 
waste hot water. When you draw 
water from a faucet at the end of 
such a run, hot water must displace 
water that cooled in the pipe. So, to 
get a quart of hot water, you must 
draw several gallons from the tank 
Keep the heat from dissipating so 

ickly by insulating all hotewater
